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CONSTITUTION. 


SECTION  I. 

The  Club  shall  be  known  as  the  Contemporary 
Club. 

section  II. 

The  membership  of  the  Club  shall  be  limited  to  two 
hundred  members.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  whose  place  of  residence  is  more  than  fifty 
miles  from  the  city  hall  of  Philadelphia.  The  annual 
dues  shall  be  $8,  payable  on  or  before  November  I  in 
each  year.  Initiation  fee,  $5.  The  privileges  of  a 
member  more  than  one  month  in  arrears  shall  be  sus- 
pended, and  one  month  after  notification  by  the  Treasu- 
rer, his  or  her  name  shall  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  to  be  stricken  at  its  discretion  from  the  list 
of  members. 

section  III. 

The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Re- 
cording Secretary,  a  Treasurer  and  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  five  persons,  to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. The  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Secretaries  and 
Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 
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SECTION  IV. 


The  regular  meetings  will  be  of  a  social  character,  and 
will  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  from 
November  to  May  inclusive,  at  8  p.  M.,  unless  other- 
wise announced  by  the  Executive  Committee.  Three 
ladies  will  be  appointed  to  receive  the  guests. 

SECTION  v. 

The  stated  address  will  begin  at  8.15,  and  will  be 
limited  to  thirty-five  minutes,  after  which  the  subject  will 
be  discussed  by  two  or  more  debaters,  appointed  pre- 
vious to  the  meeting,  who  will  be  limited  to  fifteen 
minutes  each.  If  time  permits,  any  others  present  may 
then  speak  for  five  minutes  each. 

SECTION  VI. 

Each  member  will  be  provided  with  a  membership 
card,  and,  in  addition,  two  invitation  cards  for  each 
meeting,  each  card  admitting  but  one  person.  No  per- 
son will  be  admitted  without  a  card,  unless  personally 
known  to  the  janitor  as  a  member.  No  guests  will  be 
admitted  unless  their  invitation  cards  be  signed  by  a 
member  of  the  Club,  or  by  one  of  the  speakers. 

SECTION  VII. 

Nominations  for  membership  must  be  made  by  one 
member,  and  seconded  by  two  members,  in  writing,  to 
the  Executive  Committee,  which  shall  have  power  to  act 
upon  such  nominations. 
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But  one  member  of  a  family  is  eligible  for  member- 
ship. 

No  member  shall  nominate  or  endorse  more  than  two 
persons  for  membership  during  any  one  year. 

SECTION  VIII. 

The  business  of  the  Club  shall  be  transacted  at  the 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  April 
of  each  year,  which  meeting  will  be  attended  by  mem- 
bers only.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time 
on  the  request  of  ten  members,  made  in  writing. 

Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  at  the  annual  or  any  special 
meeting,  but  a  less  number  may  hear  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Nominations. 

SECTION  IX. 

The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  elected  annually,  as 
follows  :  At  the  social  meeting,  in  March,  a  Committee 
on  Nominations,  to  consist  of  five  members,  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  within  two 
weeks  thereafter,  to  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Club  and 
an  Executive  Committee  of  five.  The  nominations  thus 
made  shall  be  printed  and  sent  by  mail  to  each  member 
of  the  Club.  The  members  shall  be  at  liberty  to  make 
such  changes  in  this  ballot  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
and  shall  mail  the  same,  signed  in  autograph,  in  sealed 
envelopes,  to  the  Recording  Secretary,  on  or  before  the 
Monday  preceding  the  annual  meeting  in  April.  These 
envelopes  shall  be  opened  and  the  votes  counted  and  de- 
clared by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  at  said  annual 
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meeting  in  April.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  shall 
be  required  to  elect.  The  officers  elected  shall  not 
enter  upon  their  duties  till  the  first  of  June  following. 

SECTION  x. 

These  rules  may  be  amended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  members  of  the  Club  present  at  any  special  or  gen- 
eral business  meeting,  provided,  a  notice  of  such 
amendment  shall  have  been  sent  to  each  member,  and 
read,  without  debate,  at  a  social  meeting  of  the  Club  at 
least  one  month  before.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


With  the  issue  of  the  present  list  of  members,  ac- 
companied by  its  rules  and  a  record  of  its  meetings,  the 
Contemporary  Club  of  Philadelphia  begins  its  thirteenth 
season.  During  the  twelve  winters  in  which  the  Club 
has  been  in  existence,  it  has  held  eighty-two  meetings, 
at  which  eighty-one  papers  have  been  read,  one  evening 
having  been  devoted  to  an  impromtu  symposium  on  ac- 
count of  the  absence  of  the  expected  speaker,  Mr. 
Carnegie,  an  absence  due  to  the  "blizzard"  of 
March,  1888. 

The  list  of  speakers  and  subjects  appended  below 
sufficiently  shows  the  character  of  the  meetings,  and 
offers  the  best  record  and  explanation  of  the  plan  and 
purpose  of  the  Club.  Organized  to  furnish  a  platform 
from  which  workers  and  investigators,  in  all  fields, 
could  present  the  result  of  their  labors,  and  to  supply 
a  common  meeting  ground  for  men  and  women  engaged 
in  widely  different  phases  of  human  activity  in  a  great 
city,  the  Contemporary  Club  has  succeeded,  through 
twelve  years,  in  fulfilling  both  objects  without  trench- 
ing on  the  freedom  of  discussion  or  forgetting  the  limits 
and  character  of  a  social  gathering.  Beginning  with 
forty-five  members,  the  Club  had,  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year,  ninety-six  members,  at  the  end  of  the  second  year, 
one  hundred  and  fifteen  members,  and  has  since  main- 
tained from  year  to  year  substantially  its  full  limit  of 
two  hundred  members.    During  the  twelve  years  one 
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hundred  and  sixteen  vacancies  have  occurred,  twenty- 
four  of  them  by  death,  sixty-six  by  resignation,  and 
twenty-six  by  removal  from  the  city.  Of  these,  five 
deaths  and  eight  resignations  have  taken  place  during 
the  past  year,  with  one  removal  and  eight  elections. 

The  above  makes,  during  the  twelve  years,  an  aver- 
age of  nine  and  a  half  vacancies  a  year,  a  circumstance 
which  has  given  the  Executive  Committee  but  little  op- 
portunity to  act  upon  the  large  list  of  propositions  for 
membership,  numbering  during  most  of  that  time  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  names. 

Of  the  addresses  which  have  been  delivered  before 
the  Club,  Mr.  Henry  Irving's  on  "English  Actors," 
Dr.  D.  G.  Brinton's  and  Mr.  Thomas  Davidson's  on 
"Giordano  Bruno,"  Dr.  S.  D.  McConnell's  on  "The 
Next  Step  in  Christianity,"  and  Mr.  Joseph  D.  Potts' 
on  "The  Railroads  and  the  Public,"  have  been  pub- 
lished after  delivery.  Dr.  John  P.  Peters'  address  on 
"  Oriental  Art "  has  since  appeared  as  an  article  on 
Hamdi  Bey  in  the  "Century"  of  February,  1893. 

The  Club  had  no  predecessor  in  Philadelphia,  and  it 
is  believed  that  no  like  Club  in  any  city  has  accom- 
plished more  with  so  modest  an  expenditure,  or  proved 
more  conclusively  that  from  four  to  five  hundred  men 
and  women  can  be  gathered  monthly  with  the  simplest 
possible  arrangements  for  their  entertainment,  if  provi- 
sion be  made  for  both  social  and  intellectual  interests.
